Frank village council hod met a vio- 
lent death near that pluee while duck 
hunting. It may never be known 
jast how the accident happened which 
cost this district one of its most prom 
inent citizens as noone saw it and 
unless the finding of the body reveals 
the truth there is no chance of the 
exuet circumstances being -learned. 
What is known is that he went on: 
on a lake in a canvass boat and when 
last seen, was paddling about the 
lake, When missed aod search par- 
ties went to look for him, the boat

South African Veteran’s Sorip Bill. 


The value of the bounty scrip grant” 
ed to South African veterans by a 
statute passed at the last session of 
Parliament is being considerably dis- 
cussed. 

Those entitled are men whose 
home was in Canada but who served 
in the British forces in South-Africa 
during some part of the war, and in- 
cluded as well are those of the last 
contingent enlisted in Ganada, but 
who reached South Africa after peace 
was prolcaimed, and also tho enlisted 
female nurses. 

The right of the volunteer must be 

_ established by a certiticate received 
from the Militia department before 
any grantofland or scrip can be 
made by the Interior department. 
And no transfer of any right of a yol 
unteer before such a certificate has 
been granted by the Militia depart- 
meut bas any standing. 

Once the certificate from the Mili- 
tia department has been received by 
the veteran the interior department 
is prepared to issue to him either land 
scrip for 320 acres of land, or money 
Serlp to the amount of- $160, as he 
tuay choose. The money scrip is 
worth its face value to the holder in 
payment for dominion lands. If the 
bolder does not desire to use it for 
this purpose those who doare always 
ready to purchasé at 2 small discount. 
At the present time the discount on 
similar money scrip issued to north— 
west half breeds is about 10 per cent. 

The veteran’s right is therefore 
worth at least $140 to $150 in cash, 
without any trouble to him beyond 
his establishing "it with the militia 
department. 

If the veteran should elect to take 
and scrip, he becomes entitled to se- 
lect 320 acres of land. in adjoining 
Quarter sections anywhere on sur- 
veyed lands in the three prairie pro- 
vinces, and on completing the or- 
dinary homestead duties—residenee 
for six months in each year for three 
years, erection ofa habitable house 
and cultivation of 38 acres of land 
—-he becomes entitled toa free pat- 
eat. The practical effeet ofthis pro: 
vision isthat the veteran who be- 
comes a western settler secures 160 
acres of land free of any charge or 
duty. But he does not get it until 
he has earned his patent for 160 acres 
aaa homesteader. 

In order that the veteran wih is 
not in a position to become a home- 
steader may get all possible value 
out of his land scrip, he is permitted 
to assign ittoa substitute, who by 
the assignment aequires al! the rights 
of the veteran. This provision prac- 
tically places the veteran who does 
not go on the land, but who is provi- 
dent in the management of his busi- 
ness affairs, in the position of having 
the right to 160 acres of Iand to sell 
to apy homesteader, present or pros- 
deestive, who may be able and willing 
to buy it. 

Ag there is no government land for 
sale outside the pre-emption area, 
the veteran stands a fair ehance to 
sell 160 acres of the 820 acre scrip at 
the price of adjoining railway laads, 
which may be from $3 to $10 an acre, 
Even in the pre-emption area where 
160 acres of adjoining government 
Jand is sold te homesteaders on set. 
tlement conditions at $3 an acre, the 
veteran’s scrip is worth more than 
$3 an acre for 160 acres, for the gov- 
ernmentrequires three year's resi- 
dence in addition tothe price and the 
exhaustion of the homesteader’s right

acres in the pre emption area 

The provisions of the new - Oliver 
land bill relative to the homesteading 
of odd numbered sections, comes in- 
to effect the first of next month. In 
our estimation—and there are al- 
ready indications that it is a ¢orrect 
judgement—this piece uf legislation 
is destined to become one of the 
greatest blessings that has ever come 
to the prairie provinces. News dis- 
patches state that already large num . 
bers of intended settlers are going 
over the country piching. out the 
pieces of land they want and wheo 
the day for filing comes thousands 
of new entries will be made, each one 
of which will mean a new settler. 
Frank Oliver’s wisdom and fidelity 
tothe west are reflected in this ad- 
mirable enactment.
